Some few years ſince, there happened an InfareeRtion or 
Tumult of ſome of the Turks which dwelt in the City of A- 
leppo; which being eaſily ſuppreſſed, the Grand Seignior ne- 
vertheleſs ſent thither a Baſhaw to enquire out- the Malefa- 
ors, and ſee juſtice done ' upon them : in the Execution of 
which, the Turkg are very ſevere ( the Conſtitution of their 
Government obliging them to be ſo ),, Upon the approach of 
the Baſbaw, all the Trrks of quality in Aleppo went out ſome 
Leagues « or' Miles to revererice the Baſhaw, 'and condudt him 
in'triumphant manner to the City-: (And upon this occaſion 
they were attended by the greateſt part of their Shves, the 
better to exprels their Grandeur and Quality. 

Upon this'Aﬀair it was, That the Houſe of one of the moſt 
niadnificcke Turks of that City:, was lefr: that day without.

and conſidered the fitneſs of the time («rhe Houſe being 


empty ) to at his Villanoas deſign : He had in purſuance 
of his intent, got this Slave into a Chamber ; where ha- 
ving locked the Door upon him , to hinder his making an 
Eſcape, - He at firſt began'to make promiſes, and to. flatter 
the Slave, if by that means poſſibly he mighe-prevail with 
him to conſent to his C more than Brutiſh ) Devilliſh de- 
ſires : but finding the Slave of a ſetled and ſevere Virtue, 
he quickly perceived there was no hopes of accompliſhing 
his helliſh Defires that way, and therefore had took up a re- 
{olution to pollute the chaſt Youth by force ; when the Slawe
